the century-old friendship

the people of Canada and the people 
of the United States as proof to the 
ratio n s of Europe that public will 
rath er than public force is the key 
to international peace. 
"It is public will, not public force, 
th a t makes for enduring peace," he 
told his audience of Canadians, gath­ 
ered in Stanley Park. "And Is it not 
a gratifying circum stance th at it has 
fallen to the lot of us North Amer­ 
icans, living amicably for more than 
a century under different flags to 
present the most striking example 
yet produced of that basic fact? 
If 
only European countries would heed 
the lesson conveyed by Canada and 
the United States, they would strike 
a t the root of disagreements and in 
their own prosperity, forget to in­ 
veigh constantly at our." 
W ith his emphasis upon the 
long 
friendship between Canada and the 
U nited States, Mr. H arding coupled 
advice to the people of the dominion 
to guard against giving 
encourage­ 
m ent "to any enterprise looking 
to 
C anada’s annexation of 
the 
United 
States." 
"Let us go our own gaits along par­ 
allel roads, you helping us and we 
helping you," he added. 
Mr. H arding a t the outset alluded 
to his visit being the first ever made 
by a president of the United States 
to Canada during his term of office 
and with the exception of the visits 
of President Wilson to Europe, the 
first on any politically foreign soil, 
and then continued:

He 
was working on a pole when it is 
thought he leaned over and came in 
contact with a transmission light 
wire of the W estern Missouri Powder 
company. 
His body fell to the ground and 
when other linemen working with 
him rushed to his aid It was learned 
that death had been instantaneous, 
and that his neck had been broken 
by the fall, n extremely high voltage 
passed through his body, it was said. 
Mr. Brittendall was employed as a 
lineman for 
the 
W estern 
Union, 
which position he had held for the 
past five or six years, and prior to 
that time had been with the Missouri 
Pacific in the same capacity, for a 
period of thirty-five. 
His territory 
■was from Tipton to Pleasant Hill. 
Dr. C. F. Staats, coroner of Pettis 
county, "was called to the scene, and 
ordered the body taken to the P ark­ 
er undertaking establishment in La­ 
monte, w here an inquest was held 
immediately. 
After tho jury had 
viewed the body it was brought to 
Sedalia and taken to the McLaughlin 
establishment. 
Mr. Brittendall, who resided at 
407 E ast Broadway, had been a resi­ 
dent of Sedalia for more than forty 
years.

Hiram Johnson of California declar­ 
ed last night that America should 
stay out of the world court and the 
League of Nations, and Insisted that 
the nation’s foreign policy should be 
decided at the polls in 1924. 
Senator 
Johnson, 
who 
returned 
Monday from Europe, where he talk­ 
ed with leading statesmen of many 
countries, expressed his views at a 
dinner given in his honor by a com­ 
mittee composed largely of men who 
supported the late Theodore Roose­ 
velt in his third party campaign for 
the presidency in 1912. 
The chairman 
of the 
committee 
giving the dinner was Col. Rhinelan­ 
der 
Waldo, 
while 
George 
Henry 
Payne, active in state republican poli­ 
tics and a campaign manager for 
Roosevelt, was vice chairman. Mayor 
Hylan of New' York was among the 
guests. 
Others of the committee included 
Col. John J. Byrne, Marcus Loew, 
Charles M. Schwab, 
Louis 
Evans 
Shipman, Congressman A. M. Ross- 
date, Col. Thomas L. Miller, Walter 
S. Dryfcos, A u rist Heckscher and E. 
F. Albee. 
Many friends of the Senator have 
boomed him for a presidential can­

noted wit h interest that his views on 
America’s 
entrance

court directly clashed with those set 
forth by President Harding.

"Nobody in Europe cares a rap 
for the intern: tional court," Senator 
Johnson declared. 
"Many may care 
very much whether we get into it. 
Nobody expects the world court to 
solve any provocative international 
problems; but many expect if the 
United States can be lured into it, 
the United States is on the way not 
only to the League of Nations but 
to full participation in European af­ 
fairs." 
"However well intended," he add­ 
ed, "it’s a dreadful thing to tell our 
people that tho international court 
will stop war or that it will have the 
slightest effect upon w ars—’’ 
"It is an utterly futile agency for 
peace—it cannot and will not pre­ 
vent wars and it doej not pretend 
either in its organization or its oper­ 
ation to do so. 
It has jurisdiction 
of nothing, except what 
countries 
may choose to submit to it, and the 
four great members. Great Britain, 
France, Itay and Japan, have speci­ 
fically declined to submit to its com­ 
pulsory jurisdiction.” 
Senator 
Johnson 
said 
tonight’s 
meeting was without political sig­ 
nificance and 
his address 
merely 
was to give his opinion on interna­ 
tional affairs as he had seen them 
during his visit to Europe. 
Senator Johnson 
said 
he 
spoke 
with neither "personal nor political 
hostility to any man," but asserted 
he could not "forgive the man who 
decides this nation's future 
solely 
by the present necessity of partisan 
politics.” 
"Common Ijumanity learned from 
dread war that it must bear the bur­ 
den," he said. "But It learned, too, 
It could wield the power. Of course 
there is discontent. 
It arises not 
from disastisfaction 
with 
popular 
government, but with the lack of it. 
When we are so weak, our efforts so 
futile, that we cannot frame laws 
which will stand the test of 
he 
courts, to prohibit child labor 
and 
give women a minimum living wage, 
the common man looks at us. aye, 
he even dares to look at the courts, 
with some doubt and mistrust.

ST. PAUL, July 26.—Revolution— 
political, industrial or even a resort 
to arms—faces the United States "lf 
conditions confronting the laboring 
men and the farm er are not chang­ 
ed," in the opinion of Magnus John­ 
son, recently elected senator from 
Minnesota on the farmer-labor tick­ 
et. 
"Many think the same thing that 
happened in Russia cannot happen 
in this country," 
the senator-elect 
said today in a statement to the As­ 
sociated Press, "but don’t fool your­ 
self. 
It could happen here before 
you knew what was going on." 
"The Czar had a big army, but he 
couldn’t stop a revolution. We hav­ 
en't hardly any army at all, so w'hat 
could our government do if there 
was a nation-wide revolution? 
It 
couldn’t do a thing." 
Many things need changing, the 
new senator said, when asked if he 
had a definite plan for altering con­ 
ditions, but right now he has noth­ 
ing ‘worked out.” It will all have to 
be worked out by congress, he said. 
The farmer Is in dire need, 
he 
continued, and emergency legislation 
is needed to remedy the situation. 
But clamoring for a special session 
of congress, "that isn’t any use," he 
said. 
"For President Harding in a 
letter I saw recently said he would 
not call a special session under any 
circumstances." 
"The farmers should have cost of 
production, plus a reasonable profit, 
definitely guaranteed by the govern­ 
ment," Mr. Johnson holds, "because 
the farmers’ products have lost their 
buying power and when the farmer 
can’t buy, the country will soon feel 
it." 
To accomplish the desired result it 
will be necessary for congress to pro­ 
ceed carefully. 
But right now tem­ 
porary or emergency 
legislation is 
needed to take care of the situation 
for this year, he added. 
Explaining "some of 
the 
things 
that can lead to 
revolution," 
the 
senator-elect said 65 per cent of the 
wealth of the country is in the hands 
of two per cent of the population and j 
unless "there is a better distribution 
of this wealth the common people are 
going to revolt against it." 
This 
"better 
distribution 
of 
wealth" he said, could be accomplish­ 
ed through heavier taxation of large 
and successful corporations, taxing 
of non-productive incomes, 
"excess 
profits and profiteers’’ with regula­ 
tion for their activities so the added 
tax burden could not be shifted again 
to the people. 
Mr. Johnson Is for the bonus for 
former soldiers payable out of taxa­ 
tion on excess profits; he wishes to 
change the federal reserve system ” 
and curb the power of the 
United 
States supreme court "to do away 
with 5 to 4 decisions and perhaps 
call for unanimous decisions." 
There is another thing Mr. John­ 
son wants everybody to understand. 
Though a friend of the farmer and 
the laboring man he would “not con­ 
sent to turning congress over to the 
exclusive benefit of that class any 
more than I want it run for the sole 
benefit of the capitalists. 
Congress 
should be run for everybody and bo 
run on the square." 
Mr. Johnson will have several con­ 
ferences with leaders of the groups 
he will affiliate with in congress— 
commonly termed the "La Follette 
bloc"—before he goes to the senate 
in December. 
Tomorrow 
he 
will 
confer 
with 
Henrik Shipstead, the other Minne­ 
sota senator, also a farmer-laborite, 
who was elected last fall. The meet­ 
ing will take place at the summer 
home of Thomas Wrankson, former 
lieutenant governor 
of

and one of the republicans who came 
out in favor of Johnson’s candidacy 
in the recent campaign.

ten day tour of Southwest Missouri 
and Northwest Arkansas, the class 
in Special Correspondence of 
the 
School of Journalism arrived here 
to spend the night as the guests of 
“Big Dan” Sayre, proprietor of the 
Ozark Spring Tavern. 
In a caravan 
of five Fords, the party left Joplin 
early in the morning and 
vi3ted 
places of interest in Jasper, Newton, 
and McDonald 
counties. 
On 
this 
trip the students are guests of 
the. 
Ozark Playground Association 
and ! 
are being accompanied by John F. j 
Totts, secretary of the association, 
and Roy Godsey, of tho staff of the 
State Board of Agriculture. 
Arriving in Carthage, “Tho Queen ; 
of tho Ozavks,” located in a district ( 
of Jasper county which 
produces, 
some of the finest marbles and gran- ■ 
j ites of the world, the students were 
taken on an automobile tour of the | 
city and outlying districts. 
Carthage marbles and 
grannies, 
are internationally know*n and there 
is hardly a public building in 
the 1 
United States of any 
importance1 
which does not contain some con­ 
struction materials from the Carth­ 
age quarries. 
The State Capitol at 
Jefferson City, one of the most beau­ 
tiful buildings in the United States, 
is constructed almost, entirely 
of 
Carthage 
stones. 
The 
Lafayette 
Memorial at Metz, France, is con­ 
structed of Carthage marble. 
Visits were made to the quarries 
In which it is estimated are contain­ 
ed sufficient deposits of marble and 
granite to supply a budding program 
throughout tho United States 
for 
one century. 
The town itself, a city of 10,000 
is an industrial center, having three 
factories of the Juvenile Shoe Com­ 
pany, mills, foundries, mattress and 
bed spring 
manufacturing 
plants, 
and other industries. It is the home 
of the Southwest Missouri District 
Fair. 
Claiming the distinction of being 
one cf the most beautiful cities of 
the United States for the size, Car­ 
thage is very beautiful with its fine 
concrete drives, modern business dis 
trict, pretty parks, and 
beautiful, 
avell kept residents. 
The "water supply of the city 
Is 
pumped from six deep wells and the 
larger part cf its power supply, is 
secured from the Towcrslte dam at 
Lake Taneycomo in the Ozarks. 
Leaving Carthage about noon, the 
party returned to Webb City where 
the students were guests 
of 
the 
Webb City Chamber of Commerce at 
luncheon. 
Webb City. “The House that Jack 
Built,” so called because its promin­ 
ence la due to lead and zinc, called 
‘jack”, contains more lead and zinc 
with in a radius of four and one 
half miles of the 
city 
than 
any 
other like area in the world. 
Until five years ago, mining was 
the only industry of the region and 
the residents lived from “tin cans.” 
The richness of the sub soil in ores 
caused the people to forget the pos­ 
sibilities of wealth in the top soil. 
When mining in the region slumped 
five years ago it became necessary 
for the people to turn to some other 
form 
of 
occupation. 
Cooperating 
with the farmers of the district, the 
business men of Webb City brought 
dairy cattle to the region and also 
began the fruit growing industry in 
the section. 
After five years of pro­ 
gress in agricultural lines the 
dis­ 
trict is independent 
of the great 
wealth of its earth. 
The Webb City Sales Day, an In­ 
stitution in operation for tho past 
two years has aided greatly in tho 
progress of the district. In order to 
secure a closer relationship between 
farmers and merchants, a sales day 
is hbld once a month at which farm 
products are sold at auction. 
Not 
only is in d u ce sold on this day but 
also machinery, and 
stock 
which 
perhaps are not 
of value to 
one 
tanner but could be used by some 
other farmer. 
Last year $75,000 in 
produce was sold at these sales. 
A new industry 
in 
Webb 
City 
which has only recently 
assumed 
large proportions is the shipping of 
chat from the mines. 
Surrounding 
the city are large mountains of chat 
many of which have not 
been dis­ 
turbed since mining was first done 
in the region. 
Daily this district is 
shipping seventy flv 
carloads 
of 
chat to all points 
of 
the 
United 
States but particularly in districts in 
Missouri where it is being utilized 
in the constructions 
of 
highways 
and railroad road beds. 
In Jasper County, one of the most 
prosperous counties of Missouri are 
found seventy seven miles of con­ 
crete highway and 300 miles of hard 
surface roads, more hard surfaced 
roads than any other county In Mis­ 
souri. 
The district between Joplin,
